Claims 13 and 16 can not be properly classified because, as best understood, 
they include the limitations of more than one other claim, and are thus considered 
improper multiple dependent claims. Unless properly amended, these claims will not be 
further treated on the merits in any subsequent Office action. 
2. Claim 1 links inventions l-VII. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim, claim 1 . Upon the 
allowance of the linking claim, the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions 
shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim will be entitled to examination in the instant 
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application. Applicant(s) are advised that if any such claim(s) depending from or 
including all the limitations of the allowable linking claim is/are presented in a 
continuation or divisional application, the claims of the continuation or divisional 
application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application.

The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
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(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
process which utilizes more than two dollies to construct the wheel assembly. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
